Associated Press message. The German 
High Command is in charge of the 
military arrangements for the funeral, 
and Herr Hitler has placed a special 
train at the disposal of members of the 
Hohenzollern family who are travelling 


Dr. Syess Inquart, German Commis- 
sioner in Holland, probably will re- 
present Herr Hitler at the burial. 

The German radio states that Herr 
Hitler has sent a telegram of con- 
dolence to the ex-Kaiser’s widow and 
to the Crown Prince. 


REMARKABLE CAREER 


William II., third German Emperor, 
and ninth King of Prussia, was 
born in Berlin on January 27, 1859, 
the eldest son of Prince Frederick Wil- 
helm of Prussia and Princess Victoria 
of England (daughter of Queen Vic- 
toria). 

He was aged 22 when, in February, 
1881, he married Princess Augusta Vic- 
toria of Schleswig Holstein-Augusten- 
burg. Of this marriage there were six 
sons and a daughter. The death of 
his father called him to the Throne 


at °29. The young Kaiser is said 
to have resolved from the day 
of his accession to make the 


autocracy of the Monarchy absolute. 
His activity in every phase of Im- 
perial Government and _ international 
affairs soon brought him into conflict 
with Bismarck, and a stormy interview 
in 1890 resulted in the dismissal of 
the [ron Chancellor. 

The Kaiser’s ambitions turned much 
in the direction of extending his colo- 
nial possessions, and of finding Ger- 
many “a place in the sun.” á 1896 
his open telegram to Presideat Kruger 
after the Jameson raid put a serious 
strain upon Anglo-German relations. 
Two vears later he is said to have 
been favourably inclined towards an 
Anglo-German alliance, but being too 
weak to carry his point against his 
advisers, negotations broxe down. 


THE WORLD WAR 


As his importance increased, the 
Kaiser himself appears more and more 
to have lost his sense of values. He 
was geuninely surprised when at last 
he was brought face to face with facts,

In the last days 
of July, 1914, he signed the fateful 
documents, convinced that he

He chopped woed, read 
much, and spent hours dailv, it is said, 
in writing his reminiscences. Every 
morning he read a chapter of the Bible 
to members of his staff, aud concluded 
with a short praver. 
His interest in his former Fatherland, 
as well as in political and economic 
events in the rest of Europé, never 


wavered. He -watched closely the 
development of Nar -Germany. 
Although he made no explicit com- 
ment, it was understood that he looked 
with favour on the Nazi régime as 
fostering Germany's recovery, but did 


not approve its attitude towards the 
Jews. 
In pre-war days the Emperor was a 
frequent visitor to Cowes, hut there 
were so many ‘‘incidents’’ as a result 
of his overbearing temper. that King 
Edward VII... when Prince of Wales, 
once exclaimed: '' The regatta used to 
be a pleasant recreation for me, but 
since the Kaiser takes command, it is 
a vexation.”

The Press Association from the 
Syrian frontier yesterday said that on 
Monday 150 German troop carriers 
landed at Rayak, for what purpose is 
not, known, as they all arrived empty. 
Although the report has not been con- 


firmed, it is believed that 400 so-called 
wounded. who recently landed at 
Beirut from a _ hospital ship, are 


members of the German Jank Corps, 
and have now taken control of French 
armoured cars and tanks, which have 
lain idle for four months. 

Three times weekly the Taurus ex-

BY SEA 


Under cover of darkness the Germans 
have commandeered vessels——often fish- 
ing boats—to bring in so-called officials 
by sea. Although the report cannot be 
confirmed, it is Midlevel that Latakia 
was used for this purpose. 

Senegalese troops are reported to be 
manning the Palestine-Syrian frontier. 
They are’ mostly pro-British, and now 
have ten Vichy officers to every one 
hundred men, says the Press Associa- 
tion. They are instructed that, if any 
British aircraft attempt to cross the 
frontier into Svria. they must fire. 
Although most of the Germans 
arriving in Syria disappear immediately 
for unknown destinations in the 
interior three of the leading hotels in 
Beirut have been reserved for Germans 
only, Most of the Germans have 
been selected for their knowledge of 
French. 

Meanwhile the frontier is exceedingly 
quiet, and, after a tour extending from 
the Mediterranean to the Sea of 
Galilee the Press Association corre- 
spondent saw nothing to show that 
secret movements were going on in 
Syria. The crops are now ripe, and 
Jews and Arabs alike are peacefully 
harvesting in the frontier region. 

It is believed that the Germans have 
been able to accumulate troops in 
Syria to the strength of one division, 
says Ankara Radio, If these reports 
are correct, the Germans, it is thought, 
can quickly build this force into an 
army corps. The Germans did not 
bring any arms, but it is understood 
that they will be offered the use of 
French war equipment, which is now 


in dépéts in Syria. 


U.S. ENQUIRIES ON 
FRENCH POLICY 


Admiral Leahy, U.S. Ambassador 
at Vichy, asked Marshal Pétain for a 
statement on French policy when he 
saw him yesterday, says a Vichy de- 
spatch to the New York Evening Post. 
A Washington message says that 
whatever steps Britain is forced to 
take in Syria will have the whole- 
hearted approval of the United States, 
where both Press and public continue 
to denounce Admiral Darlan’s policy.

NEW GOVERNMENT FOR 
EGYPT 


Members of the yptian Cabinet 
yesterday submitted their’ resignation 
to Hussein Sirry Pasha, the Prime 
Minister, who in turn sent his resigna- 
tion to King Farouk. It is understood 
that a reformed Cabinet will be com- 
pleted to-day under the same Premier. 
The new Government will be on a 
broader basis, although the Wafd 
(Nationalist) Party will still remain 
outside. . 

The Wafdist’s attitude is purely a 
question of internal politics, and has 
nothing to do with external affairs. 
Wafdists want general élections to be 
held first before they enter a National 
Government, whereas the other parties 
consider this would be undesirable. in

[? would surprise no one here 
if Herr Hitler proclaimed a 
United States of Europe soon. 

Indeed, well-informed political circles 
expected it to be done before now. It 
has long been reported here that Hitler 
would not tolerate any neutrals in 
Europe once the British were driven 
out of Greece, and that countries like 
Turkey, Sweden, Finland, Switzerland, 
Spain and Portugal would erther adhere 
to the New Order or suffer the conse- 
uences of German displeasure. 
ussia appears to be the only excep- 
tion, but reports reaching here from 
Europe indicate that the Fuehrer at 
least expects Moscow to ‘‘ behave.’’ 
However, if this occurs it will cer- 
tainly make no difference to American 
policy. Indeed, it will probably 
produce an unfavourable reaction for 
Germany here by tending to confirm 
President Roosevelt's statements. that 
Germany is seeking to dominate the 
world, and to dictate everywhere, 1n- 
cluding this hemisphere. 


WORK OF PATROLS

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IRAQ OIL FOR 
BRITAIN 


MOSUL OCCUPIED: 
BAGHDAD QUIET 


BRITISH troops, flying into 
Northern lraq in troop- 
carrier "planes and mechanised 
ound units, have occupied 
Mosul City, one of the richest of 
the Iragi oilfields. 


Announcing this last night, military 
circles in Cairo said that it was -not 
known whether British forces met with 
any resistance. This counter-stroke to 
the threat to Britain’s strategic 
strength in the Levant was first re- 
rted in a communigué from Middle 
Fast G.H.Q., which also disclosed that 
serious riots in Baghdad have been 
quelled by the proclamation of martial 
law. 
In Cairo it is stated that there is nv 
evidence of the damage to the Mosul 
oil pumping stations, and the wells 
themselves are intact. From Mosul— 
only sixty-five miles from both the 
Turkish and Syrian frontiers—runs the 
great pipe-line which earries oil 
thousands of miles across the desert to 
Adifa, on the Kuphrates. Here the line 
splits—one branch going to Haifa, in 
Palestine, and the other to the coast 
of Syria, just north of Beirut. 
In London, says the Press Associa- 


learnt that at Kirkuk, the nearest big 
centre to the Iraqi oilfields—it lies 
about 180 miles to thé north of 
Baghdad—the authorities seem to be 
conforming to thé ‘instructions from the 
new Baghdad Government, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the armistice. 


GERMAN REPORT 


German Wireless said last night that 
serious clashes occurred between British 
troops entering Baghdad and the 
Civilian population. The announcer 
quoted an alleged report from Beirut 
that more than seventy civilians were 
killed and a state of siege had been 
declared in Baghdad. 

Irregulars and regular Iraqi troops 
refused to recognise the armistice con- 
cluded with Britain, the announcer 
went on. There had also been riots 
in the Iraqi town of Kersimen when 
British troops attempted to arrest 
Iraqi revolutionaries who had sought 
refuge in a mosque. [Iraqis dispersed 
the British soldiers with machine-gun 
fire, it was alleged. 


AUSTRALIANS IN 


CYPRUS 


As the Iraqi revolt flickered to its 
close, Britain has been able to prepare 
for any eventualities which the war 
may bring in Syria.

CASUALTIES IN

OVER 6,000 “ANZACS” 
MISSING 


UT of 6,486 members of the Aus- 
O tralian Imperial Force in Crete 
before the German attack 
started, 2,887, including 218 wounded, 
have so far reported to have been 
evacuated, said Mr. P. C. Spender, 
the Army Minister, in Melbourne yes- 
terday. Despatches received, he 
added, indicated tho extreme difficulty 
of the withdrawal. The troops cut 
off in the Retimo area were mostly 
Australian troops, and it was clear & 
large number of the 3,509 casualties 
were prisoners. 
It was stated yesterday that 2,800 
New Zealand troops were missing in 


Crete. 
Mr. W. M. Hughes, the Na

Minister on Causes of 
Industrial Disputes 


I OVING the second tags of the Trade Union Bill, 1941, in 
and 


the Dail last night, 


MacEntee, Minister for Industry 


Commerce, said that one of the prime causes of industrial 
disputes in this country in recent years had been the multipli- 
city of trade unions with over-lapping interests, so that in 


many cases there had 


n two or more uni.ns organising the 


same class and the same grade of workers in the one industria 


concern, 
As a consequence, competition for 
members had become keen, and the 


unions had made demands on employers 
and ultimately had resorted to strike 
action, not because wages were unjust 
or that conditions of employment were 
unreasonable, but primarily to antici- 
pate action by rival unions, and by 
their success in pushing demands 
secure. increased prestige and member- 
ship for themselves. 

Similarly, if a stoppage had taken 
place, rs | a dispute was in the way 
of being settled, further undue disloca- 
tion in trade and industry might be 
caused by the fact that where a number 
of tiuce unions was engaged in a par- 
ticular dispute some of them might 
prove, tor the same reasons of prestige, 
recalcitrant even when others had come 
to an agreement. Such disputes might 
constitute a positive menace to the 
economic úil belie of the whole com- 
munity, and they might damage not 
only the unions -involved, but industry 
as a whole, and occasion irreparable 
loss to many innocent people. 


TOWARDS ANARCHY 


As an instance, Mr. MacENTEE said 
that his department, after many years 
of effort, by a fortuitous combination 
of circumstances, succeeded in getting 
the Dublin dockyard re-opened. In 
recruiting labour the company con- 
cerned had to negotiate with no fewer 
than 27 trade unions, so that they could 
easily imagine the possibilities there 
were of internal dissension. 

Without prejudice to the merits of 
any particular case, he thought they 
were entitled to ask where this inter- 
union rivalry was going to lead. The 
truth of the existing position was that 
if i¢ was left to develop it would lead 
not to labour solidarity, but to labour 
anarchy. If such a state of affairs was 
allowed to develop public opinion would 


become so exasperated that an irresis-— 


tible demand would grow up to put 
someone in power to squelch the lot. 
This Gevernment did not wish that 
situation to arise, and neither, he was 
sure, did any section of the Hotse 
desire it.

1936 INQUIRY 


So serious had the situation become 
that in 1936 the then Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, deciding that 
an effort should be made to deal with 
the evil by effective action within the 
trade union movement itself, made 
representations to the Irish Trade 
Union Congress. As a result of these 
representations, the Executive of the 


trades union movement called a 
special trades union conference in 
April, 1936, and that conference 


se, up a Commission of Inquiry, 
which reported in November, 19350. 
The report showed that all the 
members were agreed that some rule 
of law was required to bring order 
into the existing chaotic conditions. 
Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
Trade Union Congress, it was not able 
to carry the matter forward. 

If these disputes were to be of rarer 
occurrence in future it was necessary 
in his mind to eliminate irresponsible 
unions and place greater responsibility 
on trade unions for the discipline and 
general conduct of their members and 
to increase the power of trade union 
executives with that end in view. 


£2,000 DEPOSITS 

It was hoped that the Act by re- 
quiring unions to deposit £2,000 at 
least would lead to the disappearance 
by agreement with or absorption into 
the sounder and stronger unions 2Í 
weaker unions before the provisions 
began to apply six months after the 


passing of the Act. After that date 
they believed that the tendency would 
be for unions to have recourse to the 
machinery of the trade unions’ tribunal 
to” regulate the enlistment of new 
members in particular employments 
and regulate the activities of unions 
vis-a-vis each other. 

The bill treated Irish and British 
unions alike m eo far as it was 
possible, and gave the tribunal power 
to safeguard any rights or benefits 
enjoyed by present members. 


EFFECT OF THE BILL 


The bill was a sincere effort to do 
for the movement what the movement 
knew must be done, but had been 
powerless to do itseli—to bring about 
reorganisation on an effective and 
rational basis. It would permit of not 
only better discipline within the move- 
ment, but would promote better 
feeling. It would give to the move- 
ment machinery for settling the in- 
evitable disputes which hitherto had 
been a source of strife and weakness 
to it, and the cause of grave and 
serious loss to the community in 
general. 


MR. MORRISSEY’S 


MOTION 


Mr. D. MORRISSEY (F.G., Ti 
perary) moved a motion that the bhl 
e refused a second reading until the 
Vocational Organisation Commission 
had reported. He said that while he 
agreed with the necessity to do some- 
thing to settle the turmoil, rivalry, 
personal bitterness and ersoral 
jealousy in the movement, he was 
not satisfied that it should be done 
in the absence of the evidence taken 
by the Vocational Commission and of 
that Commission s reports.

DISTRICT JUSTICES’ 


PETROL

slander. 


POST OFFICE ESTIMATE 


Introducing the estimate for the 
Department ‘of Posts and Telegraphs, 
Mr. P. J. LITTLE, Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, said that the net Post 
Office expenditure for the year 1941-42 
was estimated at £2,515,145, represent- 
ing a net increase of £27,708 on the 
provision for 1940-41. The gross in- 
crease was approximately £55,300. 


There had been quite a substantial drop 


in revenue during the past 12 months. 
It was estimated that, as compared 
with 1939-40, the decrease would 
amount to about £82,000. Postal earn- 
ings were down by about £124,000, the 
main causes being the cessation of the 
major activities of the Irish Hospitals’ 


Trust, the falling-off in cross-Channel 


correspondence by reason of business 
restrictions arising from supply and 
transport difficulties, the serious cur- 
tailment of the foreign mail services, 
etc. As against the decline in postal 
earnings there was an increase of about 
£40, in telephone and of £2,000 in 
telegraph receipts, leaving a net de- 
crease in revenue on the three services 
of approximately £82,000 for 1940-41. 

of the three main services— stal, 
telegraph and telephone—the ures 
indicated that the postal and telephone 
services, taken together, showed at the 
end of the year 1939-1940 a surplus 
of £129,113, but that, counteracting 
this, there was a loss on the telegraphs 
of £141,562. Although the revenue 
from the three services had improved 
by approximately £13,700 as compared 
with 1938-1939, expenditure had risen 
by approximately £77,500. 


TELEGRAPH SERVICE 


The net result was that the surplus 


on the three services of £51,321, which 


existed at the end of 1938-1939, had 
been converted at the end of 1939-1940 


into a deficit of £12,449. Regrettable 


as this was, he was afraid that, when 
the accounts for 1940-1941 were avail- 
able, the deficit will be found to have 
increased, because, combined with the 
drop in revenue already referred to, 
there had been growing expenditure cn 
all services. In the case of the external 
services, however, further material 
disimprovements had taken place. 
Continuing, Mr. Little said :—The 
financial condition of the telegraph 
service is unfortunately becoming 
steadily worse. Traffic continues to 
decline, the number of originatin 
messages having dropped by abou 
60,000. The decline in traffic was the 
result, in part, of disturbed business 
conditions, but mainly of the rowing 
popularity of the telephone.

THE TELEPHONE 


There was a substantial development

The number of trunk calls 
was 4,247,000, an increase of 334,000. 
The total number of subscribers’ lines 
at the end of 1940 was 29,243, an in- 
crease of 446 on the at the end 
of the previous year. total number 
of telephones in use was 45,382, an in- 
crease Of 1,120. The number of auto- 
matic telephones in the Dublin and 
Dun Laoghhies areas was now 24,943, 
an increase of 1,795. Thirty-six new 
exchanges and 17 new public call 
ofiices—including 4 street. kiosks—were 


opened last year. Theré were now 836 


exchanges and 1,510 call offices, includ- 
ing 152 street, kiosks. 
Work was in progress on the instal- 
lation of a new Central Trunk Ex- 
change in Exchequer street, Dublin, 
with equipment of the most up-to 
date type. It is the intention later to 
provide an additional exchange in St.

Telephone 
service between Eire and Great Britain 
had been véry detrimentally affected 
by war conditions, but that matter 
was not in the control of this Ad- 
ministration. 


THE COMING YEAR 


_ The programme for the coming year, 
if it proved possible to carry it'out in 
full, would cost about £144,000, of 
which approximately £54,000 would be 
for automatics; £51,000 for additional 
lines, £9,000 for additional high 
efficiency ‘‘carrier”’ circuits, £6,000 
for new overhead trunks, and £7,000 
on underground developments, etc.

PEOPLE’S SAVINGS 


The Savings Bank deposits during 
the twelve months ended December 
51 last amounted to a total of 
£3,226,700, an increase of £709,170 
over the previous year. Withdrawals 
amounted to £2,312,050, an increase of 
£221,362: The increase on the bal- 
ance held on behalf of ordinary de- 
positors, including interest of £277,576, 


‘earned during the year, amounted to 


£1,192,220. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
the Finance Act, 1940, Trustee Savings 
Bank money, which was formerly tsans- 
ferred to the National Debt Commis- 
sioners, London, had, since November 
21 last, been paid into a special account 
of the Minister for Finance at the Bank 
of Ireland, and invested by way of 
deposit in the Post Office Savings Bank.

£70,000 FOR 
BROADCASTING 


Introducing the estimate for wire- 
less broadcasting, the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, Mr. P. J. 
LITTLE said that the amount of the 
estimate, at £70,595, showed a de- 
crease of £55. Reception of shcrt 
wave programmes was, on the whole, 
unsatisfactory; these had been 
suspended for the time being. Broad- 
casting revenuc amounted to £125,000. 
Revenue in 1940-1941 from licences was 
£109,500, and from advertisements and 
miscellaneous receipts £16,000. 
Revenue from licences in the coming 
year was estimated at £112,500. The 
total number of licences on March ólst 
was 182,694—an increase of about 
13,000. 

The position regarding advertising 
programmes was that owing to de- 
veloping difficulties in regard to 
supplies of raw materials the revenue 
from advertisements in the current 
year was not now considered likely to 
exceed £3,000, or one-third of the sum 
originally expected. The sponsored 
programmes were confined to Irish 


registered organisations, excluding the. 


wholesale and .retail distributive trades 
and makers of patent medicines, 
cosmetics and alcohol. 


PROGRAMME HOURS 


A certain amount of interference 
with Radio Athlone continued; no 
material improvement could be hoped 
for until the war ended. Programme 
hours had been shortened by about six 
hours a week, and there had been an 
increase of recorded programmes. He 
hoped to arrange for some public con- 
certs next season. News had been 
given partioular attention. There was 
good ground for thinking that the 
news bulletins of Radio Eireann were 
now followed with considerable intefest 
not only within the country, but even 
in places outside.

HELY’S FINANCIAL 
STRENGTH 


BUDGET AND BONUS SCHEME 
AFFECT PROFITS 


The furty-fifth annual general meeting 
of Hely’s, Ltd.. was held yesterday at the 
offices, 28 Dame street. Dublin, Mr. George 
A. Thompson (Chairman) presiding. The 
other directors present were:—Mr. Arthur 
D. Brewster, Mr. Frank A. Lowe, Mr. G. 
Charles M. Thompson and Mr., A. 'R. 
Sharpe. i 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the report and statement of accounts, 
said that Eire had not escaped entirely 
from the effects of the gigantic struggle 
waweó. in part, so close to her shores. 
Their deep sympathy was extended to those 
who lost relatives or property in the bomb 
incident Jast week. 

During the past year they had been able 
to import large quantities of paper and 
cardboard from Canada and the United 
States of America, but, unfortunately, the 
shipping difficulty had become so acute 
that it was not possible to count on future 
supplies from these sources. Due to the 
shortage of paper and boards in England, 
export licences for the sale of these goods 
to Eire had been greatly reduced, which 
also applied to many other articles the 
firm stocked. 

He thought they would be fully satisfied 


f with the profits of the company for the 


past year. At £14,388 they showed a fall 
of £1,739 on the previous year, due firstly 
to the Budget having called for consider- 
able reserves to meet the increased cor- 
poration and income taxes. 

At previous meetings he had protested 
against the basis on which corporation tax 
was levied. but the new basis, in his 
opinion. was much fairer than was the old. 
This tax was the first charge on profits, 
and would be equal to a dividend of 4 
per cent. un the Ordinary shares of their 
company. 


STAFF BONUS 


The second item affecting their profits 
was the war bonus scheme applying to the 
commercial and clerical staff, which worked 
on a sliding scale, according to the cost-of- 
living figure. Owing to the splendid loyalty 
of the staff it afforded him and the other 
members of the Board the greatest pleasure 
to be able to show the staff that, by 
helping them to tide over what was a 
difficult time for everyone, their loyalty and 
efforts were appreciated. 

Continuing, the Chairman said that they 
would observe by the balance-sheet that 
£2,430 of Debenture stock had heen re- 
deemed, sundry creditors and credit balances 
were lower by approximately £1,000, and 
they had allocated £2,000 to their general 
reserves, bringing it, to the handsome figure 
of £50,000, equal to their Ordinary capital. 
£2,000 had beea cdded to their reserve for 
buildings. On the asseta cide of the 
balance sheet stock at £57,285 was £3,300 
more than last year, when itself showed an 
increase of £6,000 on the previous year.

TURF . 


SOLDIERS ENJOY 
WORK IN THE BOG 


Yesterday an /rish Times reporter 
watched 300 men of the Curragh Com- 
mand, under Commandant J. Kenny, 
cutting turf at Lullymore bog, a few 


miles from Rathangan.

R. HUGH DALTON, British 
Minister of Economic War- 
fare, told the Labour Party 

Conference in London yesterday that 
the Executive had set uP a special 
committee to work out “ blue prints” 
for the new Britain. . 

The Conference accepted the Execu- 
tive’s memorandum on t-war recon- 
struction, the voting being 2,413,000 
to 30,000. On Tuesday the Executive's 
policy of full support for Britain’s war 
effort was adopted by 2,430,000 votes 
to 19,000 

Mr. Dalton said that, just as their 
resolve to win the war was firm and 
unbreakable, so was their resolve to 
win the peace Mass unemployment 
and distressed areas were intolerable 
in war and als» in ce. Finance 
must remain the servant and not the 
master. Even ac many buildings had 
been bombed and burned, so he hoped 
that many old ideas and conceptions 
had been blasted away. There would 
be no repetition after this war of the 
Great War fortunes which emerged 
from the last conflict. 


END PRIVILEGES 


Continuing the debate on peace 
aims, Mr. Silverman, M.P., said 
that the time had gone when their 
movement could be content with mere 
phrase-making, while Mr. J. Halls- 
worth (Distributive Workers’ Union) 
urged that their movement must get 
a stranglehold on profiteering, mis- 
management and incompetence, and 
prevent the employing class ever again 
capturing their old-time ee 
Mr. Arthur Greenwood, inister 
Without Portfolio, who replied to the 
debate, said :—‘‘I am accustomed to 
our own people crying, ‘Stinking fish. 
When are we going to get credit for 
what we have achieved? Britain was 
the only country engaged in the war 
which had improved its social services. 
What then could they not do in peace 
if they set themselves to the task with 
the same energy they had thrown into 
the war? 

“I ask this movement to trust my 
honesty and sincerity to get out of this 
work of mine the maximum in the 
interest of the common people of the 
land.” 


CO-OPERATION WITH 
U.S.A. 


He believed that the growing co- 
operation between Britain and the 
U.S.A. would become Closer and closer 
as the war continued, and that the two 
countries would — to guide all the 
freedom-loving peoples along the paths 
of peace towards new prosperity. 
British co-operation and that of the 
Dominions with the U.S.A. would give 
economic resources soon to obliterate 
all the material losses caused by war. 

““I believe the Labour movement— 
without the support of which this war 
would be lost—has an important part 
to play “in the shaping of the future. 
It must increase and improve its own 
organisation and raise its voice fear- 
lessly in the country in order to 
persuade public opinion to our way of 
thinking. That is the way we shall get 
the reconstruction we want.”

ASSEMBLY 


From Own Reporter. 


BELFAST, Wednesday. 
HE General Assembly of the 

Presbyterian Church in Ireland 

concluded its deliberations to-day. 

The reports remaining for considera- 
tion in public were adopted without 
discussion.

He only wished that more of their 
ministers would come to the front and 
speak such home truths, and he was 
giad that Dr. Woodburn had risen up 
and spoken as he had done.
